and if the subscriber accepted it from th*- postofflce he was held, liable 


for paym ent, as ids acceptance of delivery was considered as an im ­ 


plied ag reem en t to Bike it. 


Und'-r the new ruling the postm aster is not allowed to deliver 


papers to subscribers by mail, who have not expressly ordered their 


papers renewed, and th e d ate printed upon th e address label, m ust 


show th a t the subscriber is n o t in arrears, o r th e paper will not be 


delivered, unless the publisher affixes a one cen t stam p to each de­ 


linquent 
opy.
